Tlie following extract from a private 
letter from Wellington is published in a Dun- 
edin paper : — “ Your member, Mr B.athgate, is 
a ‘ spi'eiment,’ as Mrs Partington w'mild say. I 
never saw any one make such an exhibition of 
himself when trying to get a measure passed. 
In fact, the other night Vogel had to complain 
that there appe,ared to be a dead set made at 
anything introdnood by his colleagiio, and he 
ijegged the House to liave snine respect for the 
position of a Minister, no matter who the man 

w.as that lilieil that position Vogel 

is workeil off his very legs. He has to be in the 
House at all hours, and answer all questions. 
His colleagues somotiincs make an attempt to 
.mswer, but they gciievally manage to flounder 
about in such a quandary of doubt and hesita- 
tion that he lias to come to the rescue. O’Rorke 
takes matters the best of any of them. His 
friends call him the three S’s, ‘ Smoke, Smile, 
and Swill.’ lie is never put out by awkward 
questions and remarks. He merely smiles, but 
never attempts to answer,” 



During the last session of the Provincial 
Council, the sum of six hundred pounds 
was put on the Estimates, and passed, for 
the erection of a new Court-house at Clyde, 
Having been put on the Estimates volun- 
tarily on the part of the Government, we 
presume it was concluded by the members 
of the Council that a new Court-house was 
urgently required, and could nob possibly 
be done without, except at the risk of seri- 
ously impeding the course of law and jus- 
tice, and that the building at present in 
use was utterly inconvenient and unfit for 
the purpose J that, in fact, the business at 
Clyde had increased and was increasing to 
such an extent as to render the erection of 
a new and more extensive building abso- 
lutely necessary. Such no doubt was the 
impression on the minds of most of the 
Councillors when the sura in question was 
allowed to pass, for as we know very well, 
the Estimates are scrutinized with the 
most jealous care, and no item is allowed 
to pass which is not urgently demanded, 
without some member or other objecting 
to it. 

Now, we certainly call attention at this 
particular time to this sura from a Crom- 
well point of view ; although we must as 
certainly protest tliat we do not do it in 
any captious or grudging manner. There 
is, however, a time to speak and a time to ' 
be silent. And it appears to us that we 
.should be neglecting our duty, if, when we 
have been informed and have every reason 
to believe plans are being prepared for the 
new Court-house, we failed in putting the 
point at issue between Clyde and Crom- 
well fairly before the Government and our 
readers. Let the reasons for this expendi- 
ture be fairly understood lietween ns, 'and 
there will he no room for gni milling in the 
future. We wish, then, to know ; Whence 
arises the necessity for a new Court-house 
at Cl 3 'de 1 Is the present biiildiiig too 
sinall for the enormous amount of biisiiie-^s 
which is daily being ennied on there 1 If 
not too small, is it past repair 1 And is 
the business increasing or likely to increa: e 
to any extent 1 If these questions, or any 
one of them, can be an.swered in the aflir- 
mative, we say by all means let the- new 
building be erected as quickly as possible. 
It is a pennj'-wise-and-pound-foolish policy 
to let a paltry sum of six hundred poiinils 
stand in the way of the conduct of puUic 
business. But here comes tlie point. We 
say unhesitatingly that not one of these 
questions can be so answered. The busi- 
ness, so far from being enorruous, is falling 
off weekly, — therefore the place is not too 
small, by a very obvious course of argu- 
ment ; it certainly is not beyond repair; and 
as certainly the business is not at all likl^ly 
to increase, We know that many matteis 
are carried to Clyde which properly should 
be dealt with at Cromwell, or Alexandra, or 
in theplaceswheretheyarise; land questions 
for instance, or applications such as that 
nowpendingof Messrs Howell, Loughsax, 
and Co. But, even with all the imported 
business added to the legitimate affairs of 
Clyde proper, no impartial man, in the 
face of those unerring indications of the 
importance of a purely Gold-fields town- 
ship, the Escort returns, would say that 
new buildings were required. Let us look 
at the Escort returns for the p.sst three 
years, and extract the information on this 
subject which they afford, lu the year 
1871, we find that when Clyde escorted 
7802 ounces of gold, Cromwell sent 
18,490 ounces ; when in 1872, Clyde sent 
7610 ounces, Cromwell sent 18,073 ounces; 
for the first nine months of the jiresent 
year, while Clyde sent-3370 ounces, Cmm- 
well sent l.'5,260 ounces. Does this look 
as if the business at Clyde was increasing! 

It may, however, he said tlmt the superior 
))rosperity of Cromwell affords no reason 
for forgetting the requirements of Clyde: 
and this bring.s us to the wliole question 
which we say is at issue. If the posses- 
sion of a real bran-new Court house will ia 
any way add to tho happiness of the few 
miners who are still compelled to do busi- 
ness in the township of Clyde, or to tlie 
comfort of the unhappy officials located 
there, by all means let it he built, and that 
at once ; six hundred pounds is a small 
price for the Frovinee to pay for such de- 
sirable ends. But let it bo well under- 
stood that these are the weighty reasons. 
Let us hear no more of the Metropolis of 
the Northern Gold-fields; of the natural 
centre to which all the business of tho

outlying distriots shall gravitate. The 
township to which the gold of a district 
finds its way is the township which the 
Government should look to as the centre 
from which to extend its operations. And 
judging by this rule, Clyde certuioly should 
no longer occupy tliat position. Sooner or 
later it will have to abdicate; willingly 
or unwillingly : it.is simply a question of 
time and the exercise of a little common 
sense on the part of officialdom. Let the 
Government therefore see that in erecting 
this building the first step is not taken to- 
wards perpetuating a purely official town- 
ship. 

It is with great pleasure we notice that 
the Chief Postmaster has, in calling the 
annual tenders for the mail services, given 
tenderers the option of offering in such a 
way that Cromwell may become the ter- 
minus of a two-days' service from Dunedin. 
Our only hope now is that some local man ' 
will have pluck enough to go in for the 
contract at such a figure as will secure it. 
Not that we have any fault to find with 
, Cobb and Co. in the matter. But we 
know the effect of old traditions in such 
cases; and that Company might, if unop- 
posed , tender in such a way as to still leave 
Clyde the terminus, and so save themselves 
the trouble and bother of shifting their 
terminal station. 

That the service can be done in two 
days from Dunedin we have not the slight- 
. est doubt : was not the journey from Dun- 
. edin to Clyde performed in one day ten 
years ago by the same Company that now 
has the contract 5 It may be argued by 
. some that the journey cannot be made to 
Cromwell in winter time in two days. 
But this is no argument against Ci-oinwell 
being the terminus of the two-days' service. 
As well might it be argued that Clyde was 
\ ' not the proper place for the terminus of 
the present mail contract. During the 
winter months the mails could not reach 
Clyde, either from Nascby or Lawrence, 
under three days; or rather, to speak more 
correctly, the drivers of the various coaclics 
did not attempt to deliver their mails and 
pa.ssengers under the three days. But no 
one, we should think, will veutm-c to say 
that it was impnssitile to deliver mails and 
p.isscnnera from Dunedin at Cromwell in 
the three days, even duriu!: the most severe 
portion of the winder weather. 

The ciise stands exactly thus In the 
go, cd.traye.lljiig,, soiifiqn,— that jis, for. nine 
months in the year,-,^it will' tte'qmle'dasy 
to reach Cromwell: from Dunedin in two 
■ days. In the, had season, which may be 
set down, in very extreme eases, as lasting 
• three niontbs, it will be just as easy to 
reach Ciorawcll in three days as it is at 
, pmsunt to reach Clyde in the same time. 
For we must rememlier that by tlie time 
these mail contracts will be entered upon, 
the road from Clyde to Cromwell will cer- 
tainly be able to described as the best 
and safest part of the road. Two thousand 
pounds are to he spent on it within the 
next two or three mouths, and this is.qnite 
sufficient in the meantime, to trauaform it 
into such a road as we have described. 

A further aigument, if any were needed, 

V in favour of the proposed change is, that 
none of the townships on the line of road 
can be injured, while the interests of two 
not unimportant towns, Cromwell and 
Queenstown, will he materially advanced 
by it. Clyde certainly cannot be said to 
suffer, because the, mails will be delivered 
to the inhabitants of tliat place at an earlier 
hour in the evening, and will not be taken 
from them at such an inconvenient early 
hour in the morning as they are at present. 

And we are convinced that if properly 
gone about, the change will prove a saving 
rather than otherwise to the Government. 
What may be required to be added to the 
present contract from Dunedin to Clyde, will 
be gained in the sum substracted from the 
amount required for the contract between 
Clyde and Queenstown, and so on. We 
again urge the consideration of the matter 
upon the attention of our local mail con- 
tractors. If they do not care about the 
down-country portion of the contract, let 
them go in for the Cromwell-Queenstown 
mail service at a rate which will make the 
proposed change at least not more expen- 
sive than the [(resent system. |

Charles had not a 
great deal to do, but what he had he did well. 
It was his first appearance, hut he looked as if 
he could do^ still more. Mrs Cnrset's first 
appearance in front of her milliner’s Bh((]i, 
preparing to hang up the stays and otlur 
goods for sale, or the fainting scene, will not, 
we think, soon be forgot. Her very appear- 
ance took the house by storm. The acting 
of Susan, the servant-'maid of Capias, also 
was a groat treat. While not forgetting the 
humble capacity in which she is first seen en- 
gaged, she yet acted in such a way as pre- 
pared one to witness with satisfaction her 
subsequent elevation toaliigher rank in life.

RESIDENCE AREAS. 



The oircii Distances attenrling the .applications 
for residence areas at Quartz Reef Point present 
so many curiniis features that we need hardly 
apologise fo! the followine lensjthv notice of such 
an .ap|iarently small qiiestiuni If Mr Simp.soii 
is correct in saving that the squatter has any 
power whatever in approving or disappniviiig of 
grants for residence areas or chains, it is time 
that power were thoroughly imiler.stnnrl The 
whole case fmcibly illustrates the cliiticulties 
which nm// arise iii o muection with agricultural 
land on the Gold-fields, as the law at present 
stands. The uiremnstauees arc as follow ; — 

J. Periiam, C. Perriam, J. 'Wilson, ami .1, 
Thomson on August 11 ap|died for and were 
granted residence ,are:vs of one acre eacli at 
Quartz Reef Point. On the Court-day following 
four .applications were put in by Campbell ami 
three other htma Jid*" miners for areas at the same 
place. l'’hen the.su apjdications came on for 
iiearius, Mr Perriam’s agent apijcaied, and stated 
tli d he dill not wish to object t-i tliera, hut 
merely wisheil to sta'e that part of the ground 
now applied for had been fenced ia by Mr Fer- 
riam, and that ho wished to get some compens.i- 
tion for Mr Perriam for so doing. The Warden 
then said that if it turned out that Mr Perriam 
had in good faith erected the fence, and only in 
mistake had taken up more ground than he was 
properly entitled to. he might Iwdt upon it as a 
case for wddeh, under the Rules, compeusatioii 
must be allowed. _ On seeing furilier into the 
matter, however, it turned out that the origin 
of Mr Porriam’s anii the three other applic.atioiis 
was, that both Mr Perriam ami Messrs Attlield 
and Wellsfnrd had been granted permission by 
the squatter to occuiiy the ground, and Mr Per- 
riini was rushing to ho first upon it, and was 
making use of the residence area regulations by 
a system of dnmtnies to do so. It was also dis- 
covered that the present applicants (Campbell 
and others) wore taking acti.m to prevent the 
ground being mnnopolised, and to prevent a large 
:ai'm being taken up in a position whioh would 
render them liable to damages from deposit of 
tailings. Under these ciremnstaucos, the War- 
den thought he would adjourn the consideration 
of the case till he could visit tlie ground. Mr 
Perriam then intimated that he had put in six 
more applications. 

Since the hearing the Warden visited the 
ground, all the parties intcrcste.l except the 
squatter being present. The Warden, ofier see- 
ing the ground, s.aid that he had nothing to do 
vvith the consent of the squatter in the mean- 
time ; but if he sanetinueii the apparent abuse 
which was being maile by Mr Perriam of the 
residence area regulations, it might raise a ques- 
tinu, which it would be well not to raise, as to 
his right to gr.ant residence areas nr even claims 
without tho consent of tho depasturing lessee. 
If Mr Perriam, as he hinted, shonld (Icteruiine 
to take pns.session of th ■ Imul thnmgh tbo squat- 
ter, he must remember that r.s the squatter liidd 
oidy a dc)i.wtiiring right lumsulf, he could give 
only a depasturing right. He, as M’ardco, woidil 
prevent Mr I’orviam fram getting a farm under 
any false pretonoo and to the iireiudice of others, 
liy .adjourning the present apolicat.i ms from week 
to week, and thus keepup^r the gnmnil in ques- 
tion under the jurisdiction of the Court. If the 
laud W!i.s required for a;'ricuUar,il imrposes, and 
the mining interest not thereby interfered with, 
it would be thrown open and aUnwed to lie taken 
up in the legitimate way. The Warden further 
said that if lie h.a I been made .aware of ,\Ir Per- 
riani’s object in tho first place, he would not 
have granted the first four apjdications. Even 
yet, however, it was iios.siblu he might order 
them to he caiioelleil. If Mr Perriam proceeded 
with his fencing, as he said he would, he cn'dd 
be summoned for interference with ground for 
which application had been made Uv others, and 
which yet remained to be de It with, 
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BENDIGO.

“Wliat bas become of the Bendigo corroa- 
■pondent ? wiis a qfteation I overheard the 
other day. Well, 1 can only state that I am 
“ still to the fore but nows of any interest 
to your readers ha.s been, and continues to 
be, such a scarcity fip here, that I thought 
it prudent not to weary them with the eter- 
nal repetition of the doings of the Cromwell 
-and Aurora Companies, varied occasionally by 
a transposition of the names. Now that you 
have established a “Quartz Mining Memo- 
randa” column^ and propose giving a weekly 
rwums of tlio progress of the various mines, 
I confess I feel relieved, and can say with Mi- 
cawber, “Thank God that matter is settled.” 

The weather l^as been rather boisterous of 
late, and culminated on Sunday night in a 
heavy fall of snow. Water is, in consequence, 
plentiful, and likely to continue so for some 
time ; so everything, as the “howdies” say, 
“is g(dng on as well as can be expected.” 

I was favoured with a view of the last two 
• cakes turned out by the Cromwell Company, 
weighing together 383 ounces. They were 
splendidly retorted ; in fact, I have never 
seen them surpassed in the Province as speci- 
mens of the amalgamator’s art ; they bear 
'excellent testimony to the efficiency of Mr 
Reekie, the manager, in this branch of the 
business. Cromwellites are likely to be 
feasted with tlie sight of more nuggets of a 
similar calibre, as the stone shows nodiminu- 
'tion in quality. 

Bendignnians are great on coal just now. 
A coal-field has been apparently discovered, 
but the seam in sight being of the modest 
width of two (2) inches is, of course, of no 
practical value beyond demonstrating the 
fact of the existence of the black diamonds. 
I visited the scene of the discovery ; it is 
about two miles from Ardgfnir station, up 
the Lindis river. The proprietor is Mr A. 
Tolmie, — a relative, by the way, of an ex- 
member of Guvernment, — who is working by 
himself, and consequently the work of deve- 
lopment is slow. 1 think it would only be 
fair for this community to render him some 
assistance, as they are likely to reap the in- 
estimable benefit of cheap aud plentiful fuel 
as the result of his labours. As far as my 
limited knowledge of coal deposits extends, 
] can affirm that the country is extremely 
likely for lignite, but it will require sj'ste- 
matic and persistent prospecting to discover 
a seam of ,my magnitude. “Fire clay” is 
abundant ; it is stratified, generally dipping 
to the west at an inclination of about CO 
degrees, and the sinking in all cases is very 
wet. How far these indications tend to 
prove the possibility of an extensive deposit 
being found, I leave coal miners to deter- 
mine, and in the meantime, wish Mr Tolmie 
success in his search. 

From Bendigo to Wellington is but'a step 
— in thought ; and one of Mr Vogel’s utter- 
ances during *he debate on the increase in 
the tariff occurs to me, which, perhaps, may 
have escaped the notice of many of your 
readers. H e .said that ‘ ‘ the working man was 
best fitted to .stand taxation,” Just so ! pile 
it on, Jev/lLus ! Only, remember that it was 
the working class of Otago who gave you the 
first lift towards your present high position ; 
and should it ever again fall to your lot to 
seek a oonstitviency, it is to be hoped the 
working section of that constituency will 
remember your ungenerous and ungrateful 
speech, and treat you as you were treated 
when a candidate in Victoria. No doubt the 
remembrance of tlieir contempt still rankles, 
hence this venom. “ He jests at sc.ars who 
never felt a wound and Mr Vogel, never 
having been a working man, like his less 
fortunate fellow-colonists evidently feels no 
compunction in putting the screw on such 
low wretches as have to resort to hard labour 
for a living. “ Every dog has his day,” ac- 
cording to proverbial philosophy, and Jew- 
lius may find, when his little game is played 
out, that it might have been better for liira 
to have shown more consideration to the real 
wealth producers of the country, — the work- 
ing men,— tlian to pander to the landholders, 
the squ.atters, the millionaires, &c., &c., who, 
poor fellows, cannot stand any additional 
taxation. Among other inducements, I think 
intending immigrants should bo informed 
that they will be required to pay heavily for 
the privilege of residing in this delectably 
governed ommtry. Mr Vogel sliould bear in 
mind the old tradition of the last straw, and 
its effect on the camel ; but ere that epoch 
arrive in the annals of New Zealand, I inia- 
glne Jewlius, the astute and cunning, will 
have shaken the dust from his pedals, and 
left it in the position in which I saw a bul- 
lock-dray a few days ago — bogged. 



gi'eater or Ic.ss extent, and as each share- 
holder will naturally do his best to advance 
the interests of the Company, it may fairly 
be assumed that a very successful result will 
follow its inaugatration. As a result of the 
starting of the National, the South British 
Company’s shares have declined in value 
about 25s. ; but it is believed that the de- 
pression will only be temporary, and that 
they will again rise to pretty nearly the figure 
at which they stood prior to the advent of the 
former Company. 

There is at present on a visit to Dunedin a 
well-known Australian divine - one of the 
oldest, indeed, of our Colonial clergymen, and 
whose name is “ familiar in our e.ars ns 
household words.” I allude to the Rev, Dr 
Laing, of Sydney. The Rev. Doctor’s Colo- 
nial experience has extended over a very 
lengthened period of years, and he has for 
long been recognised as one of the most active 
and useful of New South Wales colonists. 
In addition to his ecclesiastical reputation, 
he is not unknown in the literary world of 
the Colony in which he has so long resided, 
having published interesting works descrip- 
tive of New South Wales and its advantages 
as a field for settlement. Dr Laing attended 
a meeting of the Dunedin Presbytery last 
evening, and was most cordially received by 
its members. He expre.ssed his gratification 
at being invited to attend the meeting of the 
Presbytery, and has promised to deliver a 
lecture on his eventful and lengthy Colonial 
life. 

Our City Council every now and again de- 
vote a considerable amount of their time to 
discussions about the Octagon and the Town 
Belt ; and they are again having one of their 
periodical talks. What to do with these 
places seems to be a difficulty as bad to solve 
as Chinese puzzles. One suggestion after an- 
other is put forth in tho endeavour to set 
them at rest ; but as to anything being finally 
decided upon, we are, I think, as far off it as 
ever. One Councillor wishes the Octagon 
tn be laid out in the flower garden style, with 
nice walks for the especial benefit of nurses 
and children ; another one wants Stuart- 
street continued right through it ; another 
suggests that it is th® only place fit for a 
Town-hall or a Post-ofiBce ; while another 
suggests the placing of a statue of the Mayor 
in the oeutre, with elaborately sculptured 
Councillors at each of the angles. What they 
will eventually do with it, goodness knows. 

A fatal accident occurred last night about 
12 o'clock at the railway pier, Port Chalmers. 
It. appears that Isaac Crisp, one of the crew 
of the ship Allahabad, which arrived in port 
a day or two since, had been on shore with 
some of his companions, and as sailors are 
wont to do after getting on shore upon the 
completion of a long voyage, had indulged 
rath er too freely in liqnnr. Upon going down 
to his ship, which is lying at the railway 
pier, he somehow missed his footing, and fell 
down between the pier and the ship. He 
was speedily got out and attended to, but all 
efforts to bring him rotind proved unavail- 
ing. 

Mr John Logan, who was “ excommuni- 
cated” from his office os one of the deacons of 
Knox Church, in consequence of his sym- 
pathy with the doctrines and teachings of 
Messrs Peebles and Dunn driring their so- 
journ here a few months since, has appealed 
to the Dunedin Presbytery setting forth rea- 
sons why he dissents from their decision in 
liis case. The Presbytery, although of 
opinion that the document sent in by Mr 
Logan Wits couched in rather disrespectful 
language, consented to receive it, and have 
remitted it to the Synod, in conjunction with 
the other papers connected with tho case, for 
its decision,

Although this place maintains the “ even 
tenor of its way” with so much regularity 
that there is seldom any change to note, I 
think that we should at least lei it be known 
that the once famous Kawarau Gorge is not 
altogether defunct, nor even absorbed among 
the suburbs of Cromwell. We can yet boast 
of perhaps the best water supply, for the 
population, of any diggings in Otago, while 
j for the extensive scale on which our work- 
ings are carried on, we do not fear to con- 
trast favourably with the best worked ground 
in this district. We also have our school, 
coal-pit, grievances, &c., and are altogether 
as self-contained as we could desire. An 
epitome of the state of our various workings 
1 must defer for another occasion, and will 
only say that our present workings are, on 
the whole, satisfactory ; while our horizon 
looms prosperous, if not brilliant. 

On Friday evening a public meeting w.is 
held in the Town-hall, when the management 
of said building was transferred to the School 
Committee, who also agreed to be responsible 
for the debt (about £11) remaining on the 
building ; which is in future to be known as 
the Kawarau Gorge Sclionlhouse. 

Speaking of tbe school, the first quarter is 
just ended, with very satisfactory results to 
all concerned. Great credit is due to Mr G. 
Burrows and the Committee for the perse- 
verance and energy they have exhibited in 
getting tlie school set a going, in the face of 
more tlian ordinary difficulties.

M ‘Ilroy 
and party have at last resumed work in their 
claim at Golden Gully, near the Ferry, and 
are doing exceedingly well. Tills they re- 
quire to do, as they can work for eight moiitlin 
in the year only, being dependent on Mr 
Oliver and Mr Kitt for water, and if their 
races are not running full, the claini must be 
idle. Mr Kitt is also doing well in a gully 
that empties into the Molyneux at the Half- 
mile beach. This run of gold is supposed to 
be the same as tli.at being worked by M ‘Ilroy 
and party. Should such be the case, a Jiiim- 
ber of years will elapse before it is worked 
out. The whole of the claims on the west 
side are in full work. The same will apply 
to those in Butcher’s and Conroy’s gullies. 
On the east side, tho old Ovens Company are 
working away on tlie banks with fair success. 
The Maiiuherikia Co. are doing better now 
than they have done for a lengthened period. 
Tucker Hill is paying very well, particularly 
the claiui of Dniinmey and party. They are 
carting the stuff about a quarter of a mile, 
when it is tipped into a shoot conveying it to 
boxes below, where it is sluiced by a race 
taking its rise from the Manulierikia river. 

The whole of the dredge fleet is laid up in 
ordinary ; in fact, the new dredges, from 
which so much was expected, are complete 
fiuhii'es, — that is, up to the present.

RATAL ACCIDENT AT ALEXANDRA, 

♦ 

Our Dunstan correspondent furnishes us 
with the following particulars of an accident 
at Alexandra, by which Mr Edward Thomp- 
son, a young man well-known throughout 
the whole district, lost his life ; James Sim- % 
nionds, a miner from Butcher’s gully, had 
his thigh broken ; and another man was 
slightly injured. Tlie particulars ivill be 
best gathered from the summary of the evi- 
dence given at the inquest, which was held 
at the Geelong Hotel, by the Coroner, W, 

L. Simpson, Esq. It appears that a 31r 
Esson, a mason, was employed by Messrs 
Tlieyers and Beck, to underfoot the gable of 
tlie brewery, and that the deceased, who w,a 3 
in the regular employ of Mr Beck, was en- 
gaged, in company with Mr Simmonda and 
another man, in giving assistance. The gable 
originally was built upon rather an insecure 
foundation of sand and gravel, and bad been 
rendered still more insecure by an excavation 
made to receive the fermenting tub. All the 
men who svere engaged at the work appear 
to have become thoroughly aware, as tliey 
proceeded with the work, that it was rather 
dangerous, because they put timber to bind 
the new and old walls together, and used 
stays under the old wall, “to give warnint' 
and allow of time for escape,” in case of an 
accident. Thomas Russell, in giving evi- | 
delice, said that about 4 o’clock on Friday 
afternoon he heard a great noise, and ou I 
looking round saw that the gable of the f 
brewery had fallen down. He ran to look K 
for the men who were engaged working at it, I 
and was able to see only E.sson and Simmoiids. | 
On getting assistance, Esson and Simnmnds J. 
were got out easily, Simmonds having, as |. 
w.as aftenvards discovered, his thigh broken; f 
but fully an hour elapsed before dece.^sed f 
could be taken from tho ruins, as only two.l 
or three men could work in the confined/ J, 
space at one time. When taken out decease!* ‘ 
was quite dead. Dr Thomson, of Clyde, in 
giving evidence, said, in making examination 
of the body, he found several scars aud 
bruises on the body, but no fracture of tlie 
bones.
